Here  then  is 
this  weeks  tasty:  Crepes  Asperges  Bechamel 


Crepes:  1  c  flour 
1  c  milk 
1  tbsp  oil 
3  eggs 
\  tsp  salt 


Bechamel  Sauce:  2  tbsp  butter 

2  tbsp  flour  1  c  milk 

1  small  onion 
stud  with:  6  cloves 

\  bay  leaf 


Combine  all  ingredients  and  beat  until  smooth.  When 
sauce  is  ready,  and  aspsragus  is  steaming,  dust  any  frying 
pan  lightly  with  oil  and  heat  it  over  a  medium  hot  burner. 

The  oil  should  spit  back  when  you  spit  in  the  pan,  (this 
is  a  burger  bar)  but  it  shouldn’t  be  smoking.  Add  enough 
batter  to  barely  cover  the  bottom  of  the  pan  and  fry  each 
side  until  brown. 

Sauce:  Combine  butter  and  flour  in  saucepan  and  place 
over  low  heat  until  mixture  is  bubbling  gently.  Add  milk 
onion  studded  with  cloves  and  \  bay  leaf  and  cook  until 
thickened.  Place,  covered  in  350  oven  for  20  minutes.
